University Economists Find 


Wide Rrange With Re- 
turns F a v o r i n g High- 
Milking Herds 


Wide ranse in the returns of dairy 


farmers, and the close relation which 
a high-producing herd has to profit, 
are demonstrated in a compilation of 
the farm accounts of seven Hamilton 
Counlv dairymen just made by rural 
economists of the Ohio State Univer- 
sity. 
The books were kept by the 


fanners according to the latest meth- 
ods, and under University supervi- 
sion. 


The cost of producing a gallon of 


milk on t'lese farms ranged from as 
low as IS1;, cents to as high as 35 
cents. I lord production per cow vari- 
ed from 8DOO pounds, about 104 gal- 
lons, to as low as 4470 pounds or 
about 52 gallons of milk per cow per 
year. 


"In every case," reports 
W. 
E. 


Stone, the economist compiling the 
figures, "men with the highest pro- 
duction per cow had the lowest cost 
per gallon 
of 
milk, and 
therefore 


made the best profit. 


"Men who fed well and took good 


care of their animals naturally had 
the high charge per cow hut also had" 
the high return. 
The figures show 


plainly that the average cost of keep- 
ing a cow for the year is almost the 
same- for cows producing around 5,- 
000 pounds of milk as for better ani- 
mals producing about 50 per cent 
more.

On November 8th, the voters of Coshocton County

Down on the Washlta river In Okla- 


homa one September day in 1874, 
C'aptam Lyman's company of the Fifth 
Infantry were flghtiag for their lives 
against 400 Klown and Comanche war- 
riors «ho had surrounded the wajjon 
irnln which they were escorting to 
General Miles' army. 


That night Captain Lyraa'n called 


for volunteers to make a dut.li through 
the Indian lines and ride to Cntnp 
.Supply, 90 miles uv.ny, for help. The 
first to offer himself was Frederick 
William Schmalsle, a scout. 
Taking 


only a carbine and mounting the best 
horse 
in 
the 
command, 
Schnmlsle 


slipped out of tbe corralled wagons 
and rode away. He was at once Dis- 
covered by the Indians, and while urj;- 
Inu his> horse to top speed the scout 
rode into a prairie dog to%vn. 


The horse stumbled, nearly throw- 


Ing Its rider over its head, then recov- 
ered arid sped on, 
Schmalsle had 


lost his hat and carbine In the tumble, i 
nnd the Indians were gaining on him. 
They would have caught him, too, If 
lie had not run into a buiTalo herd, , 
•uhU'h immediately stampeded. Bend- 
ing low o\«fr his horde's npck the scout 
rodo beside a big buffalo bull and sue- I 
oeeded in escaping the pursuing red- I 
bUius. 
By this time he had lost all j 


'•ens.e of direction. 
Finally reaching I 


u stream Vhlch he recogni-cod as the 
Canadian river, he knew he was head- 
ed In the rlirlit direction. 


Recent rains had swollen the river 


to a torrent and an attempt to ford 
it In the dnrknes.8 meant the chance of 
Oeath from quicksand or lloating drift- 
wood. 
Deciding to wait until day- 


brenk, the scout bpgan searching for 
a ford. 
Suddenly ho heard dogs bark- 


Ing and knew he uas near (in Indian 
villngo.

Plunging In boldly he mnuaged 
to 


reach the other bank In safety. 


Daybrrak found him In broken coun- 


try covered with thickets and In one 
of these he hid oil day, hungry and 
thirsty. At nightfall the scout, with 
the North star as his guide set out 
again. 
After 
riding nil night, he 


reached n hny camp at Wolf Creek, 20 
miles from Camp Supply. 


Stopping here only long enough to 


eat nnd to get a fresh horse, Sehmnlsle 
spec) on to Camp i^upply, which he 
rearhed soon after noon. 
While the 


relief expedition was being organized 
the scout slept—for two hours—and 
when the soldiers rode away to the 
rescue 
of 
their 
comrades 
Scout 


Schmalsle led the way and guided them 
safely to the wagon train within the 
next 20 hour*.
